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Pay  Bill  Sent  to  President; 
Pre-Holiday  Bonuses'  Readied 

Congress  completed  action  on  the  5.6  percent  military 
pay  increase  legislation  Dec.  12  and  sent  it  to  the  Presi- 
dent to  be  signed  into  law. 

Prior  to  completion  of  Congressional  action,  the  services 
had  gone  into  high  gear  in  an  effort  to  insure  that  mili- 
tary personnel  receive  the  retroactive  portion  of  the  in- 
crease— for  October  and  November — in  time  for  the 
Christmas-Nfew  Year  holiday  season. 

All  three  military  departments  sent  policy  instructions 
to  local  finance  offices,  directing  them  to  pay  the  retro- 
active portion  of  the  pay  raise  during  December. 

Army  authorized  field  finance  offices  to  make  a special 
mid-December  partial  pay. 

Navy  said  it  plans  to  make  special  payments  shortly 
after  the  normal  Dec.  14  payday,  probably  during  the  week 
of  Dec.  18-22  in  most  areas. 

Air  Force  authorized  finance  officers  to  honor  partial 
pay  requests  beginning  the  day  the  President  signs  the 
bill  into  law.  The  pay  request  must  not,  however,  exceed 
the  amount  of  the  retroactive  pay  increase. 

Monthly  increases  for  military  personnel  range  from 
$5.10  per  month  for  recruits  to  $112  for  four-star  officers 
with  more  than  26  years  of  service.  Complete  new  pay 
scales  are  on  page  2 of  this  issue. 

Details  on  other  aspects  of  the  pay  bill  are  contained 
in  DOD  Fact  Sheet  48,  “The  Uniformed  Services  Pay  Act 
of  1967,”  which  will  be  available  through  normal  publica- 
tions distribution  channels  shortly  after  Presidential 
signature. 

Computer-Assisted  Instruction 
Subject  of  Army  Feasibility  Study 

A study  is  underway  by  the  Army  to  determine  if 
Computer  Assisted  Instruction  (CAI)  can  accelerate 
training  of  electronic  technicians.  If  the  results  are  fruit- 
ful such  training  may  have  far-reaching  effects  on  future 
military  training  and  education  in  general,  Army  said. 

The  current  feasibility  study  is  geared  to  practical  ap- 
plication of  electronics  training.  The  lessons,  taken  from 
the  school’s  conventional  instruction,  have  been  converted 
to  a CAI  format  at  the  Army  Signal  School  at  Ft.  Mon- 
mouth, N.J.  Brig.  Gen.  Thomas  M.  Rienzi,  Commandant, 
said  the  study  is  the  first  to  be  undertaken  at  an  Army 
service  school  for  military  training  and  education  purposes.

Navy  Announces  Early  Releases 
For  34,000  Enlisted  Personnel 

Some  Navy  enlisted  men  due  for  separation  this  fiscal 
year  will  be  released  one  or  two  months  early,  Navy  of- 
ficials have  announced. 

They  said  the  early  release  of  about  34,000  men  affected 
by  the  decision  will  mean  savings  in  personnel  funding. 
They  noted,  however,  that  the  early  separations  will  have 
no  effect  on  Navy’s  programmed  strength  at  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year. 

Men  scheduled  for  release  in  January  and  February 
1968  will  be  separated  by  Dec.  18  this  year,  and  those 
getting  out  in  March  and  April  will  be  released  during 
January  and  February. 

The  program  will  not  apply  to  all  commands,  and  not 
all  of  Navy’s  65  ratings  will  be  eligible.  Men  in  Vietnam 
or  aboard  Sixth  and  Seventh  Fleet  ships  will  not  be 
considered. 

The  ratings  not  eligible  are:  Aviation  Fire  Control 
Technician,  Radarman,  Electronics  Technician,  Hospital 
Corpsman,  Fire  Control  Technician,  Quartermaster,  Sonar 
Technician  and  all  seven  Seabee  ratings.

Effective  October  1,  1967,  as  provided  in  the  Uniformed  Services  Pay  Act  of  1967 
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Longer  SEA  Tours  Seen 
For  Some  AF  Air  Crew  Men 

A need  for  the  knowledge  of  in-country  combat  tactics 
possessed  by  Air  Force  aircrew  members  serving  in  South- 
east Asia  has  prompted  the  possibility  of  normal  tours 
for  some  aircrewmen. 

“All  officers  programmed  for  SEA  tours  as  an  aircrew 
member,”  personnel  officials  said,  “must  be  aware  of  the 
possibility  of  a 12-month  tour  regardless  of  initial  weapon 
system  assignment.” 

In  the  past,  most  Air  Force  aircrews  completing  100 
out-of-country  missions  were  reassigned  from  Southeast 
Asia. 

The  officials  emphasized  that  a tour  in  a combat  aircraft 
followed  by  operations  staff  duties  in  SEA  offers  a bene- 
ficial professional  experience  for  career  officers. 

Regarding  the  need  to  fill  operational  positions,  officials 
noted  that  aircrew  members  who  have  completed  100  out- 
of-country  missions  or  those  at  the  midway  point  of  a 
12-point  tour  “are  best  qualified  for  these  positions.” 

It  was  noted  that  increased  requirements  in  SEA  over 
the  past  two  years  have  affected  the  available  experienced 
tactical  resources. 

Defense  Authorizes  Emblem  Display 
By  Immediate  Families  of  Servicemen 

A new  Service  Flag  and  Service  Lapel  Button  for  dis- 
play and  wear  by  the  immediate  family  of  servicemen 
have  been  authorized  by  Department  of  Defense.  Both 
emblems  are  similar  to  the  “Blue  Star”  devices  Americans 
displayed  during  World  War  II  when  their  husbands,  sons 
and  daughters  were  in  uniform. 

DOD  Directive  1348.20  set  forth  basic  policy  Dec.  1, 
stating  families  may  display  the  emblems  during  the  time 
immediate  members  of  their  families  are  on  active  duty 
during  periods  of  war  or  hostilities.  Survivors  of  service- 
men who  died  on  active  duty  may  permanently  display 
and  wear  the  “Blue  Star.” 

The  directive  defined  immediate  family  members  as 
wife,  husband,  mother,  father,  stepmother,  stepfather,  par- 
ent through  adoption,  foster  parents,  children,  stepchildren, 
children  through  adoption,  brother,  sister,  half  brother 
and  half  sister. 

Showing  the  Service  Flag  was  also  authorized  by  DOD 
to  such  organizations  as  churches,  schools,  colleges,  fra- 
ternities, sororities  and  places  of  business  which  have 
members  in  the  armed  forces. 

Flags  and  buttons  will  be  available  only  through  com- 
mercial firms.  DOD  said  the  emblems  should  be  on  the 
market  within  the  next  few  months. 

DOD  also  prescribed  the  use  of  the  “Gold  Star”  denoting 
death  of  a family  member  in  the  same  directive. 

Department  of  Army  was  named  executive  agent  for 
all  services  in  granting  certificates  for  the  manufacture 
and  retail  sale  of  the  devices.

Scheduled  by  Operation  Deep  Freeze 


Lt.  Col.  Robert  F.  Titus 
Wins  Air  Force  Cross 
For  Double  MIG  Kill 

The  Air  Force  Cross  was  awarded 
to  Lt.  Col.  Robert  F.  Titus  for  hero- 
ism in  connection  with  military  op- 
erations against  the  enemy  near 
Hanoi  last  May. 

Titus  led  his  366th  Tactical  Fighter 
Wing  flight  from  DaNang  into  one 
of  the  most  heavily  defended  areas 
of  North  Vietnam  in  support  of  bomb- 
ing operations.  Despite  intense 
ground  fire  and  enemy  missiles,  he 
repeatedly  battled  MIG-21s,  destroy- 
ing two. 

The  award  was  made  by  Air  Force 
Vice  Chief  of  Staff  Gen.  B.  K.  Hollo- 
way in  the  Pentagon,  where  Titus  is 
now  on  duty  at  USAF  headquarters. 

Army  Unveils  Cheyenne/ 
Newest  Combat  Helicopter 

Army’s  newest  combat  helicopter, 
the  AH-56A  “Cheyenne,”  appeared  in 
public  for  the  first  time  in  a Dec.  12 
test  flight  before  ranking  military, 
government  and  Lockheed-Califomia 
Co.  officials  at  Van  Nuys,  Calif. 

No  weapons  were  carried  in  the 
flight,  although  the  Cheyenne  is  the 
Army’s  first  integrated  vehicle  for 
armament,  avionics  and  fire  control. 
As  such,  it  will  be  capable  of  firing 
machine  guns,  grenades,  rockets  and 
missiles.  It  carries  a swiveling  belly 
turret  mounting  a 30mm  automatic 
gun,  and  both  pilot  and  gunner  are 
protected  by  armor  plate. 
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One  of  the  last  unexplored  areas 
of  Antarctica — Queen  Maud  Land — 
will  be  explored  during  Operation 
Deep  Freeze  68.

Adm.  Horacio  Rivero  Jr.,  will  suc- 
ceed Adm.  Charles  D.  Griffin  as  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  Southern  Europe. 

The  appointment,  announced  by 
President  Johnson,  will  be  effective 
Feb.  1 when  Adm.  Griffin  retires. 

President  Johnson  said  he  will  nom- 
inate VAdm.  Bernard  A.  Clarey  to 
four-star  admiral  rank  to  replace 
Adm.  Rivero  as  Vice  Chief  of  Naval 
Operations.  Adm.  Clarey  is  now  Di- 
rector of  Program  Planning  in  the 
office  of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Oper- 
ations. 

The  President  also  announced  he 
has  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Graeme  C.  Bannerman,  Assistant  Sec- 
retary of  Navy  for  Installations  and 
Logistics. 


make  a 1,200-mile  journey  across  the 
area  to  complete  the  third  leg  of  a 
four  year  project  called  the  South 
Pole-Queen  Maud  Land  Traverse. 

The  explorers  will  be  led  by  a 
scientist  from  Environmental  Science 
Service  Administration  (ESSA),  De- 
partment of  Commerce. 

ESSA  has  23  other  scientists  in  the 
Deep  Freeze  Operation  from  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Survey,  Weather  Bureau 
and  ESSA  Research  Laboratories. 

Fourteen  of  them  will  spend  the 
winter  in  Antarctica,  remaining  until 
around  December  1968.  The  others 
will  conduct  their  research  during 
the  summer  months  and  are  scheduled 
to  return  in  March. 

Three  of  the  ESSA  scientists  will 
be  scientific  leaders  at  the  Byrd,  Mc- 
Murdo  and  South  Pole  stations  with 
responsibility  over  all  other  scientists. 

Their  research  work  is  supported 
by  more  than  2,500  men  from  Navy, 
Coast  Guard,  Army  and  Air  Force, 
and  more  than  a dozen  ships  and  air- 
craft. RAdm.  J.  Lloyd  Jr.,  USN, 
heads  the  operation. 
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
